Paper Doors. 





In the use of wood for constructing doors great 
difficulty is experienced from the shrinkage, 
swelling and warping to which the material is 
subject, while the general use of metal for such 
purpose is rendered impracticable by its weight. 

To obviate these objections, a door composed 
of two or more sheets of paper-board, secured 
together and rendered homogeneous, has been 
devised. 

Boards of properly-prepared paper are taken, 
each having the requisite dimensions for a door, 
and a thickness of one-third or one-half the pro- 
posed thickness of such door, and within the 
outer board or boards, openings are cut that cor- 
respond in size, shape and location to the ordi- 
nary panel-openings. The edges of these openings 
are preferably molded, but, if desired, may be 
left plain, and separate moldings may be se- 
cured thereon after the door is completed. The 
outer boards thus constructed are then coated 
upon their inner faces with a suitable adhesive 
mixture, preferably composed of forty-nine 
parts of glue and one and one-eighth part 
of bichromate of potash dissolved in water, and 
placed upon opposite sides of a central panel 
board, after which they are passed between 
rollers and subjected to a heavy pressure, which 
causes the boards to firmly adhere to and be- 
come practically homogeneous. The door may 
now be covered with any desired fire or water- 
proof coating, and then painted in the ordinary 
way, after which it may be hung and trimmed 
in the usual manner, and from the nature of the 
material employed is free from all changes 
which are produced by atmospheric causes upon 
wood, costs much less than metal, and has less 
weight even than a door constructed from pine.

Utilizing the Force of Currents 
and Streams. 





There is nothing novel in the use of an under- 
shot wheel sustained on boats anchored in mid- 
stream, but inasmuch as a device lately patented 
has secured a claim to originality by the medium 
of the patent office, the accompanying illustra- 
tion of a device of this character, intended to 
utilize the force of currents and streams is given. 

The drawing shows a combination of parallel 
connected scows, one or more interposed wheels 
or devices carried by the scows for actuation by 
the stream, mechanism operated by the wheels 
for transferring the power, and laterally-adjust- 
able gates forming a hollow wing-dam hinged 
to the forward ends of the scows and capable of 
being opened and closed at their outer or for- 
ward extremities. 

Figure 1 is a plan view of the structure, and 
Fig. 2 a longitudinal sectional elevation on the 
lines w w in Fig. 1. 

A Aindicate two scows or floats, wedge or 
bow shaped at their forward ends, and arranged 
parallel with one another at a suitable distance 
apart. These floats are anchored, as by cables 
bb and spars, or otherwise, with their heads 
facing the stream, and are kept in position at a 
proper distance apart by cross beams or girders 
C C, which should be hinged or otherwise suit- 
ably connected with the floats to rise and fall 
with them. 

Hinged, as at c c, to the bows of the floats are 
two buoyant sweeps or beams, D D, arranged 
to project out into the stream, and forming 
what is called an ‘adjustable hollow wing- 
dam,” having attached inner current-boards, 
E E, which let down into the water, and may 
be so fitted as to admit of their being raised or 
lowered in the current for the purpose of divert- 
ing the current and directing it with more or 
less force to or against an undershot wheel, G, 
or it may be two or more wheels arranged be- 
tween the scows or floats A A and supported by 
them. 

The sweeps D D of the hollow wing-dam, with 
their attached current-boards E E, form both 
current directors or deflectors and gates, which 
may be opened and closed to regulate or shut off 
the force of the current on the wheel G, and 
when closed or partially closed at their forward 
ends, act as side guards or fenders against drift- 
wood or other floating obstructions, also as ice- 
guards to the scows and wheel or wheels arranged 
between them. In Fig. 1 the gates or sweeps, 
with their attached current-boards, are repre- 
sented as open in full lines and as closed in dotted 
lines. Opening and closing them may be con- 
trolled by chains or other attachments connect- 
ing them with devices on the shore—as, for 
instance, by windlasses d d’ on the one side 
of the stream, pulleys ¢ e’ on the opposite side 
of the stream, and ropes or chains f f/’ con- 
necting the outer ends of the sweeps D D with 
either windlass d d’—whereby the hollow wing- 
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dam may not only be more or less or fully opened 
or closed, but be locked or held by the windlasses 
in their set position. Any other device, how- 
ever, may be employed to open or close them. 
When closed they form a wedge-shaped break- 
water against the force of the current, and to 
protect both the scows and their intermediate 
wheel or wheels against drift-wood or ice. 

If desired, the scows or floats A A may be 
bow-shaped and similarly provided with hollow 
wing-dams at both ends, to take advantage of 
opposite or tidal currents alternately. There 
may also be any number of these scows or floats 
and accompanying devices used in parallel re- 
lationship with each other, and instead of one 
or more undershot wheels G being used any 
other suitable device or devices capable of being 
propelled by the current may be employed. It 
will suffice here, however, to describe a single 
undershot wheel G. This wheel G may be hung 
in screw or other adjustable bearings, K, on 
both scows, to provide for the raising or lower- 
ing of it, and its shaft g be made todrive by_‘any 
suitable gearing from either or opposite sides of 
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Englishmen might as well make up their 
minds that the day is not only not near, but 
very far distant when there will be any serious 
reduction of American duties upon foreign 
goods. The general popular sentiment in this 
country is strongly in favor of the protective 
system, and there are no indications of any 
kind that it will not remain so. The political 
revolution wrought by the elections of last year 
was not, as many British editors seem to think, 
born of hostility to the tariff ; it was inspired 
by a desire on the part of the people to bring 
about internal reforms, and its force will be ex- 
pended when those reforms have been effected. 
There is no party division upon the lines of free 
trade and the tariff; protectionists and free 
traders are found in both parties, and while 
free traders in both are loud talkers, in neither 
can they exercise decisive influence. 

The American people favor protection because 
they believe it to be to their interest to do so. 
They are accounted a sharp-witted people, quite 
capable of understanding what their interests 
are, and the proof that they have comprehended 
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ral use for the treatment of cellulose substances 
involve a general principle; and that this prin- 
ciple is the reverse of that which is based rather 
upon a knowledge of their chemical constitution 
than upon an empirical observation of certain 
changes wrought upon them by re-agents, and is, 
therefore, the foundation of a more rational 
treatment. 

In order to elucidate this central antithesis, 
it will be necessary to trace, briefly, the devel- 
opment of our present system of cellulose tech- 
nology. As our chemistry is by nature what 
we may term a water and oxygen chemistry, 
so we find that our chemical processes of treat- 
ing vegetable fibres, for the purpose of adapting 
them to their finest uses, having been evolved 
from observation of the action upon them of 
substances and under conditions the most readily 
available, are dominated by water and oxy- 
gen. In this process of evolution, we mark the 
following stages: (1.) The observation of the 
natural isolation of fibres by the process of dew- 
retting. The greater number of vegetable fibres 
used in the arts are obtained from compound

its axis a countershaft, H, with or without re- 
versing mechanism for utilizing the power, as 
required.

British Hopes of Reduced Cus- 
toms Duties. 





Tbe industrial and other journals of England 
are extracting a great deal of comfort from 
what they regard as the promise that Congress 
will effect severe reductions of our customs 
duties. Probably before many weeks elapse 
they will discover that there is not so much com- 
fort in the situation as they imagine ; but it is 
exceedingly instructive to Americans to observe 
with what eagerness and exultation the English- 
mén have leaped to the conclusion that their 
chance to control this market at last 1s about to | 
come, One journal congratulates its readers 
that intelligent public opinion in this country 
has assailed ‘‘ the robber tariff ’—that is to say, 
the tariff that robs Englishmen of the opportu- 
nity to rob us of our industries. Another 
writer admits that when America goes into free 
trade England will have a sharp competitor 
in the markets of the world; but he com- 
forts Englishmen by the statement that ‘the 
opening of a vast continent with an enormous 
population, increasing yearly, not only by an 
internal normal rate of progress, but by an im- 
mense influx of emigrants, will far more than 
compensate for loss of business in other direc- 
tions.” But, then, just because we understand 
the advantages of controlling that market we 
are not going to be ina great hurry to bring 
about free trade. Still another writer excites 
the imaginations of Manchester people by 
picturing ‘richly laden argosies speeding 
across the Atlantic with textile goods equal in 
quality, but not costing a fourth of the price (!) 
of native productions.” And so, all through the 
British islands, there is chuckling and rubbing 
of bands because of the belief that the hope, 
long deferred, of easy entry of British wares to 
the United States, is at last to be realized. 


them perfectly lies in the fact that they have 
attained enormous prosperity under the pro- 
tective system. They are well aware that 
Englishmen are eager to gain this market, and 
they are convinced that an arrangement which 
will manifestly be good for Englishmen will 
not be good for Americans. This belief is 
based, not alone upon common sense but upon 
observation, for we can easily perctive that 
all the free-trade countries but one are poor 
countries, and that they are poor largely be- 
cause they have permitted England to do with 
them what she wants to do with us, namely, to 
break down native manufactures and to destroy 
that diversity of industry which is essential to 
prosperity and wealth. We are not yet quite 
ready to invite such a fate; and the exultations 
of the British press are, therefore, premature. 
England, for the present, will have to be satis- 
fied with the fact that this market, even under 
the protective system, is the best she has ; in 
truth we are her most generous customers, but, 
while we buy liberally, we are going to take 
care of our own great izdustries.—Textile Rec- 
ord.

The Technical Aspects of Ligni- 
fication.

This subject is one of fundamental importance 
whether regarded from the technical or the 
more purely scientific side. The latter involves 
the consideration of the plant as the great syn- 
thetical laboratory of the natural world, and of 
cellulose and lignose as the most extensive of 
this synthetical activity; on the other hand, cel- 
lulose and its lignified derivatives constitute the 
raw material for what are among the most im- 
portant trades of a civilized community, viz., 
the manufacture of paper and textile fabrics 
from vegetable fibrous materials. While, in 
dealing with this subject, it will be necessary 
to confine ourselves as closely as possible within 
the limits expressed by the title, the object con- 
templated in its selection cannot be compassed 
with exclusion of theoretical considerations; for 
it is necessary to show that the methods in gene-

structures of which they are constituents. First 
in order of biological simplicity stands the large 
group of bast fibres, usually of great length, 
and, as they occur, ordered into a more or less 
compact tissue, lying beneath the bark. Next 
we have the fibrovascular bundles of mono- 
cotyledonous plants which are scattered 
throughout the cellular matrix of the stems and 
leaves; and lastly, the biological complex, wood. 
The fibres of the two first divisions are alone 
available fur textile purposes, and their isola- 
tion from the cellular matter with which they 
are associated, is frequently seen to be accom- 
plished by the natural or unaided process of ret- 
ting. The ingenuity of man is not slow, evenin 
its earliest phases of development, to take ad- 
vantage of the materials thus brought to hand, 
and then to aid nature in bringing these struc- 
tures in contact with water, under regulated con- 
ditions so as to secure the most advantageous 
results. The fibrous character of wood is also 
revealed by the process of dew-retting, and the 
product, though unavailable for human use, is 
not lost sight of by the hornet and other insects, 
who employ it in making their nests. 

In the next stage, we may include the manip 
ulation of the. isolated fibres into articles 
of clothing and domestic use, the washing of 
these in cold water, and, as the result of grow- 
ing observation, in hot water, with the addition 
of wood ashes. The prosecution of these pro- 
cesses involves experience of their softening 
action, together with the bleaching effects of 
exposure to air and light in the process of dry- 
ing. An extension of these rudimentary meth- 
ods will be seen to include our modern processes 
of scouring cellulose fabrics. 

The employment of fibres, isolated from wood, 
plays no part in the general process of the evo- 
lution of this special knowledge, and we must 
therefore defer its consideration in passing on to | 
the third stage of progress. | 

The application of chlorine, and subsequently | 
chlorine compounds—the hypochlorites of the 
several bases—to the bleaching of cellulose 
substances, completes the chain of develop 
ment of the natural or oxidation method, which 
is now firmly and universally established. 

It has long been held that the action of these 
hypochlorites upon the coloring and other ad- 
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ventitious matters which they remove is one of 
oxidation, and a confirmation of this, if indeed 
confirmation were needed, is to be found in the 
recent application of the permanganates to the 
same end. The practical value of their appli- 
cation, which is well established in respect of 
simplicity and certainty, will increase with the 
increasing cheapness of this source of oxygen. 
To us it is interesting, as completing the demon- 
stration of the foundation of our present system of 
scouring and bleaching cellulose fabrics uniform- 
ly, upon methods which involve the oxidation of 
their constituents. These processes, which have 
so long occupied a position regarded as unassail- 
able, have recently come under suspicion, and 
in their empirical extension to substances other 
than, and yet similar chemically, to those with 
which they yielded results of general excellence, 
have led to observations which suggest the ne- 
cessity of a revision. 

First, in the application of calcium hypo- 
chlorite to the bleaching of jute, it was found 
that, under certain circumstances, chlorine com- 
pounds of the fibre constituents were formed. 
This difficulty, however, was easily overcome by 
substituting soda for lime ; but a second diffi- 
culty yet remained in the experience that jute 
fabrics, bleached by means of the soda com- 
pounds, underwent further changes when ex- 
posed in the dry state to the atmosphere, and 
that when such fabrics were steamed, as in the 
calico printing processes, these changes were in- 
tensified, and made evident by considerable dis- 
coloration, and often by disintegration; the lat- 
ter effect requiring, in many cases, a subsequent 
exposure to the atmosphere of varying dura- 
tion, for its more complete manifestation. _The 
cause of these phenomena was found to lie in 
certain constituents of the fibre substance, 
which have the property of absort Oxy, 
to form acids; and an effective ren . 
covered in impregnating the fabrics with alka- 
line sulphites, the reducing action of which ar- 
rested the tendency impressed upon the fibre 
substances by the oxidizing value of the bleach- 
ing processes, and the presence of which was 
found to counteract the disintegrating effects of 
long exposure and of the action of steam, pre- 
viously experienced. We must content ourselves 
with a passing notice of this point, which will 
be found fully treated elsewhere, in order to 
give greater prominence to the discussion of the 
second count in the indictment of the oxidation 
method of treating vegetable substances for the 
isolation of cellulose. This is afforded by the 
history of the process of treating wood for the 
preparation of paper pulp. These processes 
have recently advanced to a position of consid- 
erable importance, and the experience upon 
which they have been developed is not only of 
great interest technically, but throws light upon 
a number of the recondite problems of plant 
chemistry. It will be seen, as we proceed, 
that this experience has been closely similar 
to that which was worked out in the case of 
jute ; a fact which is to be regarded not merely 
as a coincidence, but as the necessary conse- 
quence of the close similarity in chemical com- 
position of the substances in question; and the 
occurrence of similar difficulties, leading to the 
adoption of similar remedies, as a result, more- 
over, of altogether independent investigations, 
will contribute very much to the recognition of 
the necessity of revising our cellulose technol- 
ogy, upon the principles which they go to estab- 
lish. 

To elucidate these more clearly, it will be ne- 
cessary to give a brief survey of the chemistry 
of the compound celluloses from a theoretical 
point of view, which has been arrived at through 
a variety of contributory agencies: (1) the con- 
clusions of physiologists with regard to the 
chemistry of the development of cellulose and 
its derivatives; (2) the verification by chemical 
research of these conclusions; and (3) an inde- 
pendent study of cellulose and lignose as isolated 


individuals.

Holyoke Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Ho.yo«e, Maas., March 8, 1883. 

I hear but little additional news about the 
Geo. H. Taylor failure. Nothing further is 
known as to what dividend the concern will 
pay its outside creditors, but all that talk of the 
subject here think that the Holyoke mills will 
get only a small percentage of their claims. 
The full account of the failure in last week’s 
JOURNAL was eagerly read, as the local papers 
had given very meagre news about it. Mr. 
Taylor’s action in securing so many creditors 
just before suspending, and leaving the rest with 
such a slim prospect, is severely commented on. 
The Springfield Republican stated that the loss 
in Holyoke was so evenly divided among the 
paper companies that it would affect no one 
seriously. This would imply that nearly all 
were losers, whereas only half a dozen or so 
out of the score of paper concerns here held 
tickets, and almost all the larger companies en- 
tirely escaped. It is true, though, that no one is 
affected seriously. Our companies are generally 
built on too firm foundations to be disturbed much 
by a sudden loss of a few thousand dollars. Geo. 
R. Dickinson loses more than anyone else, and the 
misfortune comes at an inopportune moment— 
just as he is about to start up his new mill, which 
is calculated to add from ten to twelve tons of 
engine-sized paper to the daily product of the 
city. But, of course, the loss does not affect 
him seriously, and no one expects it to cause 
any change in his plans for his new mill or in 
the business of the Dickinson & Clark Paper 
Company. This failure was the worst for 
Holyoke that has occurred for years, but that 
is because the others have been so few and so 
small. Business is usually conducted on safe 
and conservative methods here. One of the 
worst features of such failures is that, before 
the catastrophe comes, the market is unsettled 
by forced sales, A concern that is in danger of 
failing generally skins along for longer or 
shorter time, selling goods lower than the mar- 
ket rates in order to raise money to meet its 
notes. 

The Spencer fire-escape was exhibited in this 
city yesterday and to-day, and good judges, 
who have seen hundreds of different devices, 
say that this is the best they ever saw. It con- 
sists of a strip of canvas, connected at the top 
by wooden rounds, A person sits in the canvas 
and slides down, the bottom end being held up 
by several men, so that the incline is gradual 
toward theclose. Thelength is one-third greater 
than the height of the window from the ground. 
The descent from a sixth-story window is made 
in two seconds, so that a room could be emptied 
in ashort time. The experiments are interest- 
ing, and the apparatus, which is simpler than 
any description can make it, will probably be 
adopted at some of the mills. The Water Power 
Company had it tried at the large Cabot street 
mill. 

George C. Fisk, of Springfield, who owns a 
paper mill at Hiasdale, N. H., celebrated his 
fifty-third birthday this week by entertaining 
about one hundred of his Hinsdale friends at his 
home in Springfield. They returned to New 
Hampshire late at night on a special train. 

Apropos of what I said last week about Hol- 
yoke becoming a centre for the obtaining of 
patents, Senator Dawes has designated our pub- 
lic library to be supplied with the official Gazette 
of the United States Patent Office. It will be 
consulted with much interest. 

William Hassett, Jr., employed at the Albion 
Paper Mill, received a handsome gold chain 
from his friends the other day in remembrance 
of his twenty-second birthday. 

The excitement just now in this vicinity is the 
hanging of Joseph Loomis in the Springfield 
jail to-day for the murder of David Levett a 
year ago last December. Levett was Loomis’ 
best friend, and the evidence at the trial was 
circumstantial only, which led some to believe 
the man innocent. But his confession, published 
this morning, bas taken the place of the Chicago 
failure as a topic of conversation. Levett was 
taking Loomis on a friendly ride when the lat- 
ter drew a revolver secretly and shot his victim 
in the back of the head, merely for the purpose 
of robbing him of his watch and a couple of 
hundred of dollars in bills. 

We are just,recovering our breath after one 
of the most severe stormsof the season. A good 
fall of snow on Tuesday was followed by a ter- 
rible wind yesterday and last night, making, 
with the extreme cold, the most severe March 
weather we have ever known here. H. 








Portable Electric Lighter. 


Under the above name, the Portable Electric 
Light Company, 22 Warren street, Boston, is 
putting on the market a scientific lighting appa- 
ratus of practical] use for home, office, manufac- 
tories, mills, &c. Itis an instantaneous light, 
and occupies the space of only five square 
inches and weighs five pounds, and can be car- 
ried with ease from apartment to apartment. 
The whole operation is visible, easily and scien- 
tifically explained. This apparatus is finished 
in first-class style, the base and top are hand- 
somely ebonized, the tubes, trimmings, press 
plunger and its other connections are finely fin- 
ished in electro-plate. The apparatus is com- 
plete in itself, and requires no extra power, 
wires or connection, and is so constructed that 
any portion or part can be replaced Jat a small 
cost, and can be instantly taken to pieces at will, 
and just as easily reconstructed. 

The current of electricity is produced by 
chemical action, and described in the following: 
Simply by pressing upon a knob to the full ex- 
tent of a spring (which connects with the bat- 
tery), an electric current is produced by which 
a spiral of platinum will be heated to incan- 
descence, and the light becomes instantaneous. 
In. this manner, and with due care, material 





will last fully two months, and then can be re- 
newed through any chemist. Connections and 
cups can be added to the battery, so that it can 
be adapted for the purpose of ringing an alarm 
or call-bell, which can be attached to the instru- 
ment, or by the addition of wires it can be rung 
at any reasonable distance. When so adjusted, 
the circuit can be altered in an instant to give 
light or ring the bell at will. These connec- 
tions can also be attached to medical induction 
coils, made for this purpose, by which a power- 
ful current of electricity can be conveyed.

THE TARIFF. 

THE JOURNAL’s Washington dispatches 
last week announced the unexpected prog- 
ress of the tariff bill and since then this 
measure has passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and by virtue of the President’s 
signature has become a law. The result 
was more than we had been led to expect, 
but it is satisfactory in that it is likely to 
establish the status of tariff legislation dur- 
ing the next session of Congress, and until 
after the presidential succession of 1885. In 
order that readers of THE JOURNAL may be 
clearly apprised of the provisions of law as 
to import duties we present the following 
abstract from the dutiable schedules :

Company and its licensees. 

It is asserted by the defendants that the only 
benefits deriving from a decision of these suits 
in favor of the Union Company, will be to that 
monopoly and its licensees, comprising seven 
parties located in the principal cities of the 
country. 

This corporation has controlled the entire pro- 
duction of grocers’ bags in this country during 
the past twenty-five years; its line of policy has 
been to frighten and sue the weaker and buy up 
The re- 
cent suits are only a continuance of the same 
methods, with which it is hoped in some way to 
maintain an advantage in the courts, which 
shall extend the monoply into the far future. 

Some idea of the extent of this monopoly may 
be gained by the public from thesingle fact that 
one of the licensees of the Union Bag Company 
declined an offer of $500,000 for the good will of 
its business.

Lucius CLaRK & Co. 

Much having been said about the connection 
of the failure of Lucius Clark & Co., S uth 
Bend, Ind., with that of Geo. H. Taylor & Vo., 
Chicago, a correspondent of the IJnter-Ocean 
called on Mr. Clark in reference thereto. The 
following is taken from the report of that inter- 
view :* 

In response to an inquiry, Mr. Clark said: “I have 
no objection to state the facts in this case; certainly 
not. What information can I furnish you ?”’ 

‘Is it true that the direct cause of the failure of G. 
H. Taylor & Co. was because they had not received a 
dollar of the purchase money, and had besides heavi- 
ly indorsed the personal paper of Lucius Clark and 
the business paper of Lucius Clark & Co. ?” 

‘* Why, my dear sir, I don’t think George H. Taylor 
ever said any such thing, for it does not embrace the 
facts, and my personal friendly relations with Mr. T. 
and my confidence in him, lead me to say that he 
could not purposely make a misstatement. The 
books of Lucius Clark & Co. are open to the inspec- 
tion of our creditors, who are the only persons in- 
terested in the facts, and I say that at the time of 
our suspension George H. Taylor & Co. had not one 
cent’s worth of indorsement of our paper, for ac- 
commodation or as security. George H. Taylor & 
Co. never indorsed the personal paper of Lucius 
Clark. I owed personally no debt to George H. 
Taylor & Co., or to George H. Taylor. I think your 
reporter has totally failed to get George’s ideas. 
Why, how could he indorse for us heavily, or at all— 
L, Clark & Co. sold about all the products of their 
mill to George H. Taylor & Co. They gave their 
drafts for these products to L. Clark & Co., for it 
was a legitimate debt of Taylor's. They had value 
received for every cent, except a small balance on ac- 
count of paper not forwarded by reason of failure to 
send in time.” 


** What was the amount of paper of this kind held 
by you at time of suspension ?”’ 

“None. We were young men and compelled to 
discount this paper, but the total amount for which 
that firm owed us for paper and which was outstand- 
ing and not due, but maturing from time to time, 
was $79,000.” 

“Well, how about the real estate you owed them 
upon ?” 

“There was not a cent due them on the real estate 
until July next. When in October last it was agreed 
to change the firm of Lucius Clark & Co, into a cor- 
poration, Taylor and myself agreed that his interest 
in the real estate and business was worth $70,000, and 
he holding the title, agreed to convey to the corpora- 
tion, subject to the payment of this amount. Papers 
were not perfécted until January, when the time of 
payment of this $80,000 was fixed. The first pay- 
ment was for $4,000, due in July next. There were 
then monthly payments of the same amount.” 

“What isthe prospect of your continuance in 
business ?”’ 

‘*That depends on the action of our ¢Greditors. 
Those who have seen us have treated us very kindly, 
and we hope tobe able to make a satisfactory ar- 
rangement."’ 


GeorGE H, TayLor & Co. 

The failure of George H. Taylor & Co., Chi- 
cago, has continued to attract attention and com- 
ment. Following is a copy of the notice sent 
out in announcing the suspension.

Caicaco, Feb. 28, 1883. 
To our Creditors: 

Owing to the failure of others with whom we were 
largely interested, we have also been forced to sus- 
pend business. 

Just as soon as we can get our affairs in shape, 
which will take but a few days at farthest, we will 
call a meeting of our creditors and lay the state of 
our business before them for such action as they 
may deem it most advisable to take. 

Trusting you will be patient with us in our time of

It cre- 
ates a contradiction to the statement made by 
Lucius Clark, which is included under the notice 
of Lucius Clark & Co.’s failure.

In the matter of George H. Tayler & Co.’s 
collapse there is nothing new to report for this 
week’s JOURNAL. 

The firm is busy at work with its stock and 
books, preparing to make a detailed statement 
to its creditors, a meeting of whom has been 
called for the 12th inst. 

What proposition will then be made, if any, 
is yet undecided. One thing is certain, that ifa 
settlement is forced under the sheriff’s hammer, 
the entire assets will not much more than pay 
the secured claims of the preferred creditors. 

I noticed that your Holyoke correspondent 
conveys the idea that the concern has managed 
to secure its home creditors and leave the Hol- 
yoke mills and othér parties out in the cold. 

This is hardly an exact statement of the case. 

The only parties who have been secured out- 
side of personal friends, 
money are the First National Bank of Chicago 
and the Cleveland Paper Company. Concerning 
the first I say nothing, but of the latter, those 
in the trade who know the intimate relations 
existing between the two concerns and the ex- 
tent to which the Cleveland Paper Company 
has assisted George H. Taylor & Co., are not 
disposed to take mnch exception. 

The opinion seems to have obtained that Tay- 
lor & Co. will make some offer of compromise 
which will be accepted. 

Much depends, however, on the feelings of the 
creditors not yet heard from. 

It would seem, however, that it would be to 
the advantage of both the manufacturers and 
Chicago dealers to have some compromise made, 
As near as can be determined at this writing 
the stock on hand of Geo. H. Taylor & Co. will 
invoice $118,000. 

If this block of paper is thrown into the mar- 
ket at once in small lots, as must be the case, 
according to Illinois law, should it come under 
the sheriff’s hammer, it will pass directly into 
the hands of city consumers, and cannot fail to 
be a disturbing element in our city trade. Now 
that the smoke of the explosion has in a meas- 
ure cleared away, it is plainly seen that this 
failure is directly attributable to an undue ex- 
pansion of business on an inadequate capital. 

As far as known, there have been no outside 
influences, no grain or stock speculatious, no 
extravagances, nor intemperances; nothing but 
a clear case of too much sail with too little bal- 
last. 

The claim that the business has been con- 
ducted at a loss, and that blocks of paper have 
been forced upon the market below cost, Mr. 
Taylor emphatically denies. He admits that he 
has, at times, in meeting the prices of his com- 
petitors, sold goods on narrow margins, but he 
also claims that his books from month to month 
will show handsome profits. 

The feeling about town is that, while the fail- 
ure is undoubtedly a bad one, it was not alto- 
gether unexpected, and has no feature in it that 
should shake the confidence of Eastern manu- 
facturers and the Western trade, and I have yet 
to hear anyone question Geo. H. Taylor & Co.’s 
good intentions in the premises. They say that 
he hoped to pull through and could not—hence, 
was forced to lie down. 

In answer to the many inquiries relative to 
the building occupied by Geo. H. Taylor & Co., 
it was erected by Geo. H. Taylor personally, 
and Geo. H. Taylor & Co., never had a dollar 
therein invested. 

Examination of the records will show that it 
is held in the name of N. W. Taylor, of the 
Cleveland Paper Company, and therefore does 
not cut a figure in the case. 

As far as concerns the alleged statement of 
Lucius Clark & Co., South Bend, Ind., which 
appeared in one of our dailies on Monday last, 
and which has elicited much comment, Mr. 
Taylor makes an entirely different statement. 

In the first place, he says that the direct cause 
of his failure was the failure of Lucius Clark & 
Co.; further, that Lucius Clark did personally 
owe Taylor & Co. some $20,000, also that Tay- 
lor & Co., bad indorsed personal paper of Lucius 
Clark, and further, aside from any transactions 
involving the purchase of the South Bend Mills, 
Clark & Co., at the time of their failure owed 
Taylor & Co. some $15,000, notes of Taylor & 
Co.’s which they had realized upon and which 
were given to them to enable them to run along 
with payment in advance for paper which was 
never delivered. 

I inclose you a copy of the circular which has 
been addressed to their creditors and will send 
you report of creditors meeting for your next 
issue.

Among other transactions reported were 20 
tons French Fines at 4i¢c.; 50 tons No. 1 Ger- 
man White Cottons at 3%{c.; 25 tons extra fine 
Blue Cottons at 2%c., on four months ; 50 tons 
English Checks and Blues at 2%<c.; 50 tons Eng- 
lish Outshots at 3%c,; 75 tons English Seconds 
at 2%{c., all on three months, and 60 tons Eng- 
lish Dirty Fines at 2.80c., on four months. The 
arrivals during the past week aggregate 5,089 
bales and bags, embracing 1,649 bales Rags, 345 
bales Old Papers and 3,095 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—As compared with trade 
for some weeks past, the demand for domestic 
stock has shown some slight improvement dur- 
ing the past week, although the general run of 
prices remains about the same. There is still 
an absence of snap to trade, and manufacturers 
appear unwilling to buy to any extent beyond 
their actual needs, Among other sales were, 
75 bales No. 1 City Whites at 4.70@4.75c,, 125 
bales No. 2 do. at 25¢c., and 175 bales City Sec- 
onds at 144@1}<c. as to quality. 


BAGGING, &c.—The market for Gunuy Bag- 
ging remains in a nominal and unsettled condi- 
tion, in the latter respect corresponding with 
Jute Butts. The nominal quotation for No. 1 
Manchester ranges from 2%<c. to 2{c., the lat- 
ter price asked for fancy brands, but these 
figures would possibly be shaded a little for a 
desirable purchaser. There is no supply on 
spot, and very little is arriving. Manilla Rope 
is still held firmly at 3c. for English and 3}¢c.

and several in Ohio, and so long as these or any of 
them hold back the 90 per cent. cannot be had. 

It is a great deal easier to tear down than to build 
up. 

We are to-day, and have been for some months 
past, destroying the values of our mills and discredit- 
ing our business. It is only a question of short time 
when the commercial agencies, banks and insurance 
companies will place a proportionate estimate upon 
us. Only a few more monthly additions to stock on 
hand, and the pile must topple over. 

We are tearing down. We cannot continue to do 
so much longer. 

Already mills are failing. More must fail if we 
continue our present course. Sooner or later we 
must stop. 

Every step downward must be retraced; every- 
thing built up again. Why not commence now ? 

The mills now built can supply all the paper the 
country can consume, and run only three weeks in a 
month, or twelve hours a day. Making paper does 
not make a market for it. 

The amount of paper consumed depends not on its 
price, but on the condition of trade throughout the 
country. If the merchant and manufacturer have 
sale for their merchandise and wares they use the 
paper we make just to the extent of that sale—nei- 
ther more nor less. The association asks that the 
mills to the extent of 90 per cent. join in equitably 
restricting their production to the amount demanded 
by the commerce of the country. If it is to shut 
down one week in the month, let us all do that. 

Why hang back? Do you expect to wear out all 
the rest? Are you so much stronger or better lo- 
cated than your neighbors that you can, after they 
are used up, occupy the field ? 

Let us concede that the 90 per cent. cannot be ob- 
tained, and that enough mills voluntarily shut down, 
so that, in consequence, the market is depleted and 
prices advance. This is the most favorable outcome 
possible from this horn of the dilemma. Now, will 
not the mills whose closing produced this advance 
start up and run, and will not our capacity to over- 
produce, exercised again, again force prices and 
stocks to their present condition? And cannot this 
be repeated indefinitely, until the growth of the 
country has reached that of the mills, and is this 
not the best that can be hoped for from this course? 

What is needed is prompt and united action. You 
whose mills are idle to-day are idle on account of 
low prices. You cannot make any money in operat- 
ing your mills,and you are losing money in interest 
on investment and in insurance and depreciation of 
plant; and still some of you prefer this course of 
total shut-down and loss to running three weeks in a 
month at a moderate profit. 

Certainly by this time the whole country must 
know that more mills have been built than are 
needed, and we know that our year’s business will 
be a losing one if we go on as we are going. We can 
make some money instead of losing it, if we only
